ALMANACK  AND  TIDE  T^BLE. 

Jui.y,  1848,  TUX  July,  1849. 

On  the  subject  of  the  TJdfes,  we  may  remark  tfiat  they  ave  effected  by 
the  unequal,  attraction  of  the  sun  and  moon,  but  chiefly  that  of  the  latter 
object.  The  times  of  high  water  do  not  always  answer  to  the  same 
distance  of  the  moou  from  the  meridian  at  the  same  places,  but  are  variously 
affected  by  the  action  of  the  sun,  wliich  brings  them  on  sooner  when  tba 
moon  is  in  her  first  and  third  quarters,  and  keep^  them  back  later  when  she 
is  in  her  second  and  fourth;  because,  in  the  former  case,  the  tidea,  raised 
by  the  sun  alone,  would  be  earlier  than  that  raised  by  the  moon,  and  in  the 
latter  case,  later.  Wiien  the  moon  is  in  perigee,  or  at  her  nearest  distance: 
from  the  earth,  she  attracts  strongest,  and  therefore  raises  the  tides  most^ 
the  contrary  happens  when  she  is  in  apogee,  or  at  her  greatest  distance  frora 
earth,  because  of  her  weaker  attraction.  At  new  moon,  when  the  moon  la- 
in; conjunction  with  the  sun,  the  tides  ai'e  raised  by  the  joint  attraction  of 
both  Inminaries,  and  therefore  will  be  highest;  the  same  is  the  case  at  full 
woon,  when  the  sun  and  moon  are  in  opposition;  for  whilst  the  moon  raises 
tb?  tides  under  and  opposite  to  her,  the  snn,  acting  in  the  same  line,  raises 
the  tides  under  and  opposite  to  him,  whence  their  conjoint  effect  is  the  same 
as  at  the  change,  and  in  both  cases  occasion  what  are  called  Spring  Tides. 
But  at  the,  quarters,  the  sun  raises  the  tides  when  the  moou  depresses  them, 
and  depresses  them  when  they  would  be  raised  by  the  moon;  hence  it  is 
the  difference  of  their  actions  that  produces  the  tides  at  the  quarters,  and 
these  are  called  Neap  Tides.  But  these  tides  do  not  happen  till  a  day  or 
two  after  the  abore  times;  because  in  this,  as  in  other  cases,  the  effect  is 
not  greatest  or  least  when  the  immediate  influence  of  the  cause  is  gi'eatest  or 
least,  but  sometime  afterward. 

The  sun  being  nearer  the  earth  at  the  beginning  than  at  any  other  time  of 
the  year,  his  attraction  will  then  be  most  powerful,  and  of  course,  about 
January,  the  Spring  tides  will  be  gi-eater  than  at  any  other  time,  and  great- 
est of  all  if  the  moon  at  the  same  time  happen  to  be  in  perigee. 

When  the  moon  is  in  the  equinoctial,  the  tides  are  equally  high  in  both 
parts  of  the  lunar  day;  but  as  the  moon  declines  from  the  equinoctial  towards 
either  pole,  the  tides  are  alternately  higher  and  lower  at  places  having 
north  or  south  latitudes.  Whilst  the  moon  has  north  declination,  the  great- 
est tides  in  northern  hemisphere  are  when  she  is  above  the  horizon,  and  the 
reverse  when  her  declination  is  south.  The  time  and  elevation  of  high  water 
at  Glasgow,  are  considerably  affected  by  high  winds  in  the  Clyde.  From 
the  form  and  course  of  the  Frith,  it  Avill  be  easily  seen  that  a  gale  from  the 
N.N.W.  or  N.W.,  by  opposing  the  flow  of  the  tide,  will  cause  the  time  of

high  water  to  be  earlier,  and  height  of  the  tide  to  be  less,  than  it  otherwise 
MTOttld  be;  while  a  gale  from  the  S.S.E.  or  S.E.  would  have  an  effect  quite 
the  ceatrary,  so  ?s  sometimes  to  make  the  tide  vary  considerably  from  the 
time  noted  in  the  table. 

The  time  of  high  water  at  any  of  the  following  places  may  be  found  by 
applyirig  the  coirection  opposite  the  name  to  the  time  of  high  water  at 
Glasgow.  Should  the  time  to  be  substracted  be  too  great,  add  12  to  the 
tarn  of  high  water  at  Glasgow,  and  then  substract;  the  remainder  will  be 
the  time  of  high  water  reqiiired  in  the  preceding  forenoon,  if  the  afternoon 
tide  at  Glasgow  is  used;  but  if  the  forenoon  tide  is  used,  the  remainder  will 
be  time  of  high  water  at  the  given  place  in  the  preceeding  afternoon.  If, 
after  addition,  the  sum  exceed  12  hours,  reject  12,  and  the  remainder  is  the 
time  of  high  water  in  the  afternoon,  if  the  preceeding  forenoon  tide  has  been 
used;  but  if  the  afteraooa  tide  has  been  ysed,  the  remainder  is  the  time  of 
high  water  in  the  forenoon  of  next  day.

Post-Office  Regulations. 


POSTAGE  STAMPS. 

Stamps  may  be  procured  at  the  General  Office,  Glassford  Street,  the  Stamp  Office, 
and  the  several  Receiving-Houses, 

The  Penny  Labels,  at  Id.  eacli. 

The  Twopenny  Labels,  at  2d.  each. 

The  Penny  Envelopes,  24  for  2s.  3d.,  or  2  for  2^d. 

The  Twopenny  Envelopes,  12  for  2s.  2d.,  or  S  for  6'^d. 

Stamped  Half-aheets  of  Paper,  l|d.  each,  or  24  for  2s.  3d. 

When  the  Value  of  Stamps  on  the  Letter  is  less  than  the  amount  of  the  Postage 
to  which  it  is  liable,  the  Letter  will  be  charged  double  the  Amount  of  siich  differ- 
ence on  delivery. 

Stamps  may  be  used  for  Printed  Votes  and  Proceedings  in  Parliament,  and  on 
Foreign,  Colonial,  and  Ship  Letters,  Ac...  outwards.  If  any  Letter,  however,  ad- 
dressed to  places  beyond  sea,  h't&v  an  insufficient  number  of  Stamps,  it  will  be  sent 
to  the  Dead  Letter  Office,  to  be  returned,  in  all  practicable  cases,  to  the  writer. 
Stamps  are  not  permitted  to  be  used  on  Letters  arriving  in  the  United  Kingdom 
from  the  Colonies  or  Foreign  Countries. 

These  Regulations  are  applicable  to  Newspapers,  in  those  eases  where  they  uro 
liable  to  Postage. 

If  the  Stamps  affixed  to  letters  are  mutilated  or  defaced,  the  letters  will  be  liable 
to  the  unpaid  rate. 

A  Stamp  which  has  been  cut  from  an  envelope  and  affixed  to  a  letter,  entitles  it 
to  pass  free  of  charge. 

Redirected  Letters  are  charged  an  additional  postage  for  each  redirection,  accord- 
ing to  the  Prepaid  Scale, 

Adhesive  Stamps  should  be  placed  on  the  right-hand  corner  of  the  upper  side  of 
the  letters,  .'ibove  the  superscription.  The  most  eifectual  plan  is  to  dip  the  label 
wholly  in  water — to  shako  off  the  water  immediately — and  to  press  the  label  upon 
the  letter  with  a  piece  of  clean  blotting  paper.  When  the  gum  is  dull  in  appear- 
ance, it  will  require  rather  moi'e  time  and  moisture  to  make  it  stick  firmhi  than  when 
it  is  glossy.  The  purpose  of  wetting  the  label  wholly  is  to  counteract  the  tendency 
it  has  to  curl  up  from  the  lettei',  when  one  side  only  is  wetted — a  tendency  caused 
by  the  expansion  of  that  side  as  it  imbibes  the  moisture. 


PREPAID  RATES  OP  POSTAGE. 
Letters  not  exceeding  Half  an  Ounce  in  weight,  One  Penny — One  Ounce,  Two- 
pence—  Two  Ounces,  Fourpence — lT,ree  Ounces,  Sixpence,  and  so  on,  tivo  rates 
being  added  for  every  ounce.  Inland  Letters  or  pacitets  put  unpaid  into  the  let- 
ter boxes,  are  charged  double  the  pi-epaid  rates  of  postage.  Letters  insujjkientJy 
paid,  either  in  money  or  by  stamps,  are  charged  with  double  the  amount  of  the 
'iiference  between  the  money  paid  or  the  stamps  affixed  and  the  prepaid  rate.s. 


LIMITATION  OF  WEIGHT. 
A  letter  to  pass  unjmid  by  the  post  may  not  exceed  Four  Ounces.  All  above  that 
weight  must  be  prepaid,  either  in  money  or  by  stamps.  In  the  event  of  any  unpaid 
letter  above  the  weight  of  four  ounces  being  posted,  it  will  be  charged  with  double 
the  prepaid  rates  of  postage  ;  if  insufficiently  paid,  either  in  money  or  by  affixed 
stamps,  it  will  be  charged  with  double  the  j^mount  of  the  difference  betiveen  the 
money  paid  or  the  stamps  affixed,  and  the  prepaid  rates,  and  thus  charged,  "  shall 
and  may  be  detained  and  opened,  and,  at  the  option  of  the  Postmaster-  General,  shall 
be  either  returned  or  given  up  to  the  sender  thereof,  or  be  given  up  to  the  person 
to  whom  it  shall  be  addressed,  or  be  forwarded  to  the  place  of  its  destination." — • 
Treasury  Warrant,  22nd  October,  1847. 


LIMITATION  OF  SIZE. 
A  letter  to  pass  by  the  post,  either  ^ai'cf  or  unpaid,  must  not  exceed  the  dimen- 
sions of  twenty-four  inches  in  length,  or  breadth,  or  width,  or  depth.  Any  letter 
.above  these  dimensions  may,  i(  fully  paid,  be  detained  and  opened,  or  forwarded  at 
the  option  of  the  Postmaster-  General.  Anj'  letter  unpaid,  or  insufficiently,  will  be 
taxed  pi'ocisely  after  the  scale  of  charge  mentioned  in  tl>e  prew^ding  paragraph  as

applicable  to  unpaid  letters  exceeding  four  ounces  weight,  and  thus  charffcl,  be  cither 
detained  and  opened,  and  returned  to  the  sender,  or  forwarded  at  the  option  of  the 
Postmahtcr- General.  The  only  exceptions  to  the  foregoing  regulations  as  to  size  and 
weight  are  in  the  case  of — 1.  Parliamentary  proceedings  or  Addresses  to  Her  Ma- 
jesty ;  2.  Petitions  to  either  Housea  of  Parliament,  forwarded  to  any  Member  of 
such  House  :  3.  Printed  votes  or  proceedings  of  Parliament :  4,  Letters  or  packet.'* 
to  or  from  public  departments  or  public  oUicers  in  Her  Majesty's  service  :  6.  Let- 
ters, Ac.,  to  or  from  places  abroad. 

AU  persons  sending  letters  hy  the  post  unpaid,  which,  from  any  cause  ■whatever, 
cannot  be  delivered  to  the  parties  to  whom  they  are  addressed,  are  liable  to  pay  the 
postage  charged  thereon,  which  may  be  recovered,  with  costs,  by  summary  proceed- 
ings before  a  Magistrate. 

Primed  Votes  and  proceedings  in  Parliament  are  charged  at  the  following  rate, 
between  places  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  tho 
Colonies,  when  conveyed  by  packet  : — 

Not  exceeding  4  ounces,     .  .  .  .  .  \d. 

Exceeding  4  ounces,  and  not  exceeding  8  ounces,  .  2d. 

Exceeding  8  ounces,  and  not  exceeding  1 2  ounces,  Zd. 

and  so  on  in  proportion.     Prepayment  optional. 

Letters  of  Soldiers  and  Sailors  remain  unaltered,  their  privilege  being  restricted 
to  half  an  ounce  in  weight. 

Printed  Books,  Magazines,  Reviews,  and  Pamphlets,  (whether  British,  Colonial, 
or  Foreign,  may  be  transmitted  by  Post,  within  the  United  Kingdom,  at  the  fol- 
lL>wir)g  rates; — 

For  each  Packet  not  exceeding  I  lb ,  6d.  Exceeding  1  lb.  and  not  exceeding  2 
lbs.,  Is.  Exceeding  2  lbs.  and  not  exceeding  3  lbs.,  Is.  6d.,  and  so  on.  Provided, 
I:owever,  the  following  conditions  be  carefully  observed,  1st,  Every  sueli  packet 
must  be  sent  without  a  cover,  or  in  a  cover  open  at  the  ends  or  sides.  2d,  It  must 
contain  a  single  volume,  (whether  printed  Book,  Magazine,  Review,  or  Pamphlet,) 
the  several  sheets  or  parts  thereof,  when  there  are  more  than  one,  being  sewed,  cr 
bound  together.  3rd,  It  must  not  exceed  two  feet  in  length.  4th,  It  must  have  no 
writing  or  marks  upon  the  cover  or  its  contents,  except  the  name  and  address  of 
the  person  to  whom  it  may  be  sent.  5th,  The  Postage  must  be  prepaid  in  full,  by 
affixing  outside  the  Packet  or  its  cover  the  proper  Stamps.  If  any  of  the  abov's 
conditions  be  violated,  the  Packet  will  be  charged  as  a  Letter, 

The  following  Instructions  Itave  been  addressed  to  all  Postmasters,  and  are  strkti. 

acted  upon: — 

"  Gbnehal  Post-Office On  and  after  the  1st  January,  1845,  should  any  Letter 

or  Packet  be  tendered  at  your  Office,  which  you  may  ascertain  to  contain,  or  which 
you  have  every  reason  to  believe,  contains  any  of  tho  followiug  articles,  viz :  Atr- 
(jflass  or  Glass  Bottle;  any  Rasor,  Scissors,  Knife,  Fork,  or  other  Sharp  m-  Pinnlt 
Ins'rument;  any  Leeches,  Game,  Fish,  Flesh,  Fruit,  Vegetables,  or  other /)ms/!a6f- 
subt'tance;  smy  Bladder  or  other  Vt:ssel  coniaining  Liquid;  or  any  article,  matter,  or 
thing  whatsoever,  which  might,  by  pressure  or  otherwise,  be  rendered  injurious  either 
to  the  Officers  of  the  Post-Office,  or  to  the  contents  of  the  Mail  Bags;  you  will 
refuse  to  receive  such  Letter  or  Packet. 

"  In  the  event  of  any  Letter  or  Packet  being  taken  in  by  you,  and  you  do  not, 
until  afterwards,  discover  that  it  contains  any  Article  as  above  described,  or  should 
any  such  Letter  or  Packet  be  deposited  in  the  Letter  Box,  you  will  not  forward  i' 
on  its  destination,  bxtt  you  will  detain  it  in  your  Office,  and  inform  mo,  by  tho  first

REGISTRATION. 


Letters,  whether  containing  Coin,  or  not,  can  be  registered,  on  payment  of  a  ftfe  of 
sixpence,  in  addition  to  rhe  Rates  of  Postage,  Inland,  Colonial,  or  Foreign.  On  those 
ior  delivery  in  France,  the  charges  besides  the  Registration  fee  of  One  Shilling,  will 
bo  the  Engli^sh  rate  to  France,  in  addition  to  double  the  French  rate.  A  printed 
j^cknowlec(gcmcnt  will  be  given  to  any  person  registering  a  letter.  Registered  Let- 
ters will  be  taken  at  t'le  Bar  Window  and,  the  Receiving- Houses  within  half  an  hour 
of  the  closing  of  the  Box  fm-  the  partiCidar  Mail  by  which  they  are  to  be  despatched. 
Letters  for  Registration,  must  be  paid,  by  affixing  a  sufficient  number  of  Stamps: 
but  i\\c  fee  of  one  shilling  must  always  be  paid  in  money. 

In  the  case  of  Foreign,  Colonial,  or  Ship  Letters,  it  must  "bo  clearly  understood 
that  Registration  cxCn  only  extend  to  the  Port  of  shipment.  Letters,  however,  ad- 
dressed to  France,  and  Letters  passing  through  France,  are  exceptions  to  this  rule 
the  French  Post  Office  undertaliing  t;>  provide  for  their  security  till  they  shall  have 
been  deliveied,  if  addressed  to  Prance,  and  as  long  as  they  remain  in  the  Frenc!. 
territory,  if  pai'sing  through  France. 

The  arrangements  for  carrying  out  tlie  system  of  Registration  have  been  made 
'vith  the  view  of  ensuring  the  safe  delivery  of  Registered  Letters.  On  their  ■do- 
liverj,  the  parties  to  whom  they  raaj'  have  been  addressed  will  be  required  to  ac- 
knowledge in  writing  their  receipt.  Parlies  transmtting  Panic  Notes,  Bank  Post 
Bills,  Drafts,  Jewellery,  ^c,  should  invariably  secure  their  transmission  by  Regis- 
tration; and  persons  having  occasion  to  send  by  Post  small  sums,  are  recommended 
to  make  use  of  .

Which  is  open  fvery  week-day,  fast  days  excepted,  from  9  am.  till  5  p.ni-  The 
charge  for  such  Oi'ders  is  threepence  on  sums  not  exceeding  ivuo  pounds,  and  si.M- 
pence  on  sums  bctvi'een  two  and  five  pounds.  No  Order  will  be  given  for  sums  be- 
yond tbi'3  amount;  but  if  the  sum  to  be  transmitted  exceeds  fve  pounds,  as  man} 
orders  mny  bo  taken  out  a«  will  make  up  the  sum  to  be  sent.

^''oB  th-j  recovery  of  Debts  not  exceeding  XS  6s.  8d.,  sits  every  Tbarsday,  at  I 
o'clock  forenoon,  and  has  jurisdiction  over  the  whole  of  Lanarkshire.  The  Defend 
ers  are  cited  before  this  Court  on  an  inducia"  of  sis  days;  warrants  to  arrest  on  th' 
dependence  are  issued;  the  decree  may  be  extracted,  and  aviestments  used  upon  i 
instantlj';  and  it  may  be  enforced,  in  all  cases,  by  poinding  and  sale  of  the  debtor' 
effects,  ten  free  days  after  its  date.  In  case  of  the  debtor  removing  to  a  differen; 
county,  the  decree  maj'  be  enforced  against  him  there,  on  being  indorsed  by  the 
SherilT- Clerk  of  the  County  to  which  be  removes. — Judges,  Slieriff  and  Sheriif-Sub- 
stitutes  ot'  the  County. 

Note. — The  Act  authorizing  imprisonment  for  Small  Debts  expired  in  1840.

FORM  OF  PROCEEDING  IN  THR  RECOVERY  OF  SMALL  DEBTS. 
Debts  may  be  recovered  in  a  summary  form,  before  the  Justice  of  Peace  Court,  to 
the  extent  of  £5;  and,  before  the  Sheriff  Courts,  to  the  extent  of  £S  63.  8d. 

The  first  step  is  set  forth,  in  a  complaint  or  libel,  agreeably  to  a  xirescrlbed 
form,  (the  Clerks  of  Court  will  provide  the  necessary  forms,)  the  origin  of  the  dfebt, 
or  ground  of  action;  and  to  cause  the  same,  with  a  copy  of  the  account,  if  any,  to 
be  served  on  the  defender.  • 

A  warrant  will,  at  the  same  time,  be  obtained  to  cite  witnesses,  and  to  use  ar- 
restments. 

The  parties  may  appear  either  by  themselves  or  by  members  of  their  families,  or 
others  whom  the  Court  may  authorise;  but  in  no  case  by  persons  practising  the 
profession  of  the  law,  without  special  leave. 

If  the  defender  fail  to  appear,  after  being  cited  personally,  he  will  be  held  as 
confessed,  and  judgment  will  be  given  against  him. 

In  the  Justice  of  Peace  Court,  if  the  defender  has  not  been  cited  personally,  he 
wiU  receive  a  second  citation;  after  which,  whether  given  personally  or  not,  he  will 
be  held  confessed,  as  above;  but  in  the  Sheriff  Court  only  one  citation  is  given. 

But,  when  decree  is  given  in  absence  agviinst  the  defender,  he  may,  before  the 
expiry  of  the  eliarge,  apply  for  a  re-hearing,  on  consigning  tlie  sums  decerned  for. 

If  decree  in  absence  be  given  against  the  pursuer,  he  may,  within  one  month, 
obtain  a  re- hearing,  on  consigning  2s.  6d.,  if  the  case  be  before  the  Justices;  and 
the  expence  decerned  for,  with  ts.  to  meet  further  expenees,  if  the  case  be  before 
the  Sheriff. 

The  case  will  be  adjourned,  upon  the  pursuer  or  defender  oirering  a  suitable  ex- 
cuse, or  if  any  witness  be  absent. 

If  decree  be  given  against  the  defender  in  his  personal  presence,  diligence  may 
jiroceed  against  him  by  arrestment  instantly  ;  and  by  poinding  and  sale,  at  the  end 
of  ten  days. 

If  decree  be  given  against  the  defender  in  his  absence,  poinding  and  sale,  as  above, 
can  only  follow  after  a  charge  of  ten  days. 

The  defender,  on  showing  cause,  may  be  allowed  to  pay  the  sums  decerned  for  bv 
instalments. 

The  decrees  of  the  Sheriff  may  be  executed  in  any  county,  on  the  same  being 
indorsed  by  the  Clerk  of  such  county. 

Any  arrestments  used  in  cases  before  the  Sheriff,  must  be  used  within  sixty  days 
after  the  warrant  is  obtained,  and  renewed  every  three  months  ;  and  such  arrest- 
ments may  be  loosed,  on  offering  sufficient  caution,  or  on  showing  evidence  of 
absolvitor,  or  payment,  or  on  consigning  the  suras  denniiided,  if  before  decree. 

The  above  forms  will  apply  to  any  action  of  forthcpiiiiiig  whatever,  before  the 
Sheriff,  for  making  effectual  arrestments ;  but  in  sjjch  actions,  both  the  defender 
and  arrestee  must  bo  cited  to  appear  in  Court  on.  the  same  day. 

Decrees,  pronounced  in  this  summary  form  by  the  Sheriff,  will  only  be  reviewable 
by  the  next  Circuit  Court  of  Justiciary,  or,  if  there  be  no  Circuit  Court,  by  the 
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High  Court  of  Justiciary,  at  Edinburgh,  on  the  groiiud  of  corruption,  or  niftlice,  or 
oppression,  on  tlie  part  of  the  Judge. 

Such  decrees,  when  pronounced  by  the  Justices,  will  only  be  reviewable  by  a 
reduction  before  iho  Court  of  Session,  on  the  ground  of  malice  and  oppression,  on 
the  part  of  the  Justices  ;  and  such  reduction  will  only  be  competent  for  one  year, 
and  dnding  c:iution  for  costs. 

No  person  shall  be  exempted  from  the  jurisdiction  of  Justices  or  Sheriffs,  in  such 
cases,  by  reason  of  privilege  as  a  raembcr'of  tijo  CoMege  of  Justice.

At  Gia.4gow,  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five.— 
The  Magistrates  of  Glasgow  being  convened,  did,  and  do  hereby,  in  virtue  of  the 
19l8t  Section  of  the  Act  for  Regulating  the  Police  cf  the  said  City,  enact  and  or-- 
dain  the  following  By-Laws  for  Better  Regulating  Hackney- Coaches  and  other 
Carriages  plying  for  hire  within  the  limits  of  the  said  Act: — 

1.  Public  Stands  appointed,  and  Number  of  Carriages  allowed  to  be  on  Stands  af 
one  time. — In  addition  to  the. respective  coach-houscKS  or  stable-yards  of  the  Owners

And  if  the  person  calling 
the  Carriage  shall  detain  the  same,  he  shall  further  pay  for  any  time  that  the 
Carriage  shall  he  detained — not  exceeding  a  quarter  of  au  hour,  SixjX'ncc;  and  for 
any  further  time  not  exceeding  a  second  quarter  of  an  hour,  if  a  Carriage  of  the 
First  Class,  Sixpence;  and  if  a.  Carnage  of  the  Second  Class,  Fourpence;  and  for 
any  further  time,  in  like  proportion.

In  carrying  Grain,  the  Carters  shall  always  find  sufiBcicnt  Bags,  and  carry  the 
whole  of  their  load  up  one  storey,  or  into  a  ground  flat,  without  any  assistanca 
from  the  employer. 

When  the  Cart-load  is  to  be  carried  up  more  than  one  storey,  the  Carter  shall  re- 
ceive 2d.  per  cart  additional;  but  in  this  case  the  Carter  may  carry  up  half  of 
the  load  at  his  own  expense,  his  employer  being  at  the  expense  of  carrying  up  the 
other  half. 

The  Carter,  in  all  cases,  shall  assist  in  loading  and  unloading,  but  must  always 
remain  by  his  Cart;  and,  when  able  to  do  so,  he  mu-jt  load  and  unload  the  Cart 
liim.self

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All  such  quantities  of  Goods  as  arc  to  be  considered  as  a  single  Cart-load,  and 
likewise  all  Rates  and  Fai-es,  not  before  especially  provided  I'or,  in  case  of  any  dis- 
pute, shall  be  settled  by  the  Sitting  Magistrate. 

III.  The  following  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  be  observed  by  the  Carters,  and 
shall  be  strictly  enforced  in  all  time  coining: — 

1st.  Every  Carter  shall  enter  his  name  and  place  of  residence  in  a  book  to  bo 
kept  for  that  purpose,  in  the  City  Clerks'  Chambers,  and  must  find  security  for  the 
faithful  and  honest  discharge  of  his  duty,  under  a  suitable  penalty;  and  any  Carter 
plying  in  the  streets,  and  neglecting  to  find  such  caution,  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  pounds  sterling  for  each  offence. 

2nd.  Every  Carter  shall  be  furnished  with  a  badge,  which  will  be  luimbered  ac- 
cording to  the  order  in  which  his  name  is  entered.  These  Badges  must  be  worn' 
constantly  by  the  Carters  when  at  work;  and  they  must  immediately  gel-  the  num- 
ber which  is  on  the  badge  painted  on  some  conspicuous  part  of  their  carts,  under  tho 
penalty  of  ten  shillings  for  each  offence. 

3rd.  Every  Carter  who  shall  refuse  to  work  when  not  engaged,  or  who  shall  de- 
mand higher  Fares  tlian  those  specified  in  the  foregoing  Table,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  ten  shillings  i'or  each  offence.  And  every  Carter  who  says  he  is  engaged, 
shall,  upon  being  ashed,  specify  the  person  hy  whom,  and  the  hour  at  which  ho  i* 
engaged;  aiid  he  shall  not  refuse  to  be  employed  in  the  interval  between  the  time 
he  is  so  asked,  and  the  hour  of  his  engagement,  under  a  like  penalty  of  ten  shillings 
for  each  oflence. 

4th.  Every  Carter  shall  be  furnished  with,  and  shall  always  carry  about  with 
him  a  copy  of  these  Regulations  and  Fares,  which  he  shall  produce  and  show, 
when  required,  to  his  employers,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  shillings  for  each  offence. 
And, 

Lastly.  Every  Carter  is  hereby  enjoined,  strictly  to  attend  and  conform  to  the 
Regulations  in  the  Act  12th,  Geo.  Ill,  cap.  45,  and  also  to  the  Regulations  with 
regard  to  the  carriage  of  Timber,  in  the  Act  33rd,  Geo.  Ill,  cap.  104,  under  the 
several  penalties  therein  mentioned.

'       REGUL.\TIONS  AKD  TABLE  of  FARES  for  the  CITY  PORTEES.' 

By  the  Police  Act,  Section  103,  no  person  is  allowed  tj  ply,  or  work  on  tiie 
sticets  of  the  City  or  liberties,  for  hire,  as  a  porter,  without  first  entering  his 
name  and  place  of  residence,  in  a  book  for  the  purpose,  in  tlie  To'.v.i  Clerks'  Cham- 
bers, and  without  giving  bond  for  tho  faithful  and  honest  discharge  of  his  duty, 
under  such  penalty  as  to  the  Magistrates  shall  seem  proper,  and  without  having  a 
badge  or  ticket  containing  his  number. 

Persons  wisbing  to  be  admitted  as  Porters,  must  apply  to  the  Magistrates,  by  pe- 
titions, stating  their  place  of  nativity,  age,  residence,  and  former  employment,  and 
produce  satisfactory  certificates  as  to  character.  On  being  admitted,  and  before 
being  allowed  to  ply,  each  Porter  must  implement  the  above  enactment;  and  he  shall 
thereafter  strictly  conform  to,  and  observe  the  following  Regulations: — 

1st.  lie  shall  renew  his  bond  at  the  expiry  of  three  years,  and  on  the  decease  of 

the  Cautioner,  or  his  I'cmoval  from  the  City;  which  decease  or  I'emoval  he  shall. 

l,       within  eight  days  thereof,  intimate,  in  writing,  to  the  City  Clerks  and  Superinten- 

r      dent  of  Police;  and  he  shall  also,  in  the  same  manner,  and  within  the  same  time, 

'       intimate  his  own  removal  or  change  of  residence. 

2nd .  He  shall  wear  his  badge  or  ticket  conspicuously  on  the  left  breast  of  his  coat . 
which  badge  shall  be  of  brass,  and  have  inscribed  the  words.  "  City  Porter,"  a,nd 
le  number  in  the  order  of  his  admission;  and  he  shall  also  have  a  transcript  of  said 
'i^cription  painted  legibly  on  the  right  side  of  his  barrow  or  hurley. 

Srd.  -He  shall  not,  when  unengaged,  refuse  employment  when  offered,  whether  on 
bis  station  or  not;  and,  if  he  alleges  previous  employment,  he  shall,  when  required, 
pccifj-  tlte  nature  and  time  of  his  engagement. 

4th.  He  shall  not  demand  higlier  fares  than  those  specified  in  the  subjoined  Ta- 
•.Ac;  a  copy  of  which  Table,  with  these  Regulations,  and  also  a  .small  plan  of  tl  a 
City,  divided  into  sections  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  he  shall  always  have  in  his  pes- 
session,  and  produce  to  pcrscr';  employing  liini,  when  required. 
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5th..  When  statioua  or  districts  are  allotted  to  Porters,  •which  shall  be  done  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Police,  the  Pwrters,  except  on  extraordinai-y  oecask-ns,  such 
as  the  Term  time,  -when  they  are  gencvaUy  employed  at  jflUtingt,  shall  not  offer 
themselves  for  hire  beyond  the  district  assigned  them, 

6th.  Not  more  than  four  Porters  shall  stand  at  any  comer  of  a  street  op  other 
station;  and,  as  one  3tati(m  may  be  more  a<)rantageou3  for  employment  than 
another,  they  siial!  be  so  arranged  as  that  each  may  bare  an  effual  opportunity  of 
obtaining  it.  Thus,  if  tlio  south  corners  of  Glassford  Street  shall  be  deemed  the 
most  favourable,  the  four  Porters  who  have  been  longest  in  the  service  shall  take 
the  west  corner — the  next  tour  in  order  shall  take  the  east  corner — the  next  four 
shall  take  the  west  corner  of  Sfcockwell  Street — and  the  ne:st  fo»r  the  east  corner  of 
Stockwell  Street;  and  when  a  Tacancy  takes  place,  by  the  employment  or  absence, 
for  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  of  any  on  the  more  advantageous  stations,  in  this  order—, 
the  Porter  first  on  the  next  station,  for  tiie  day,  shall  liare  the  right  of  moving  to 
it;  that  is  to  say,  the  first  of  the  four  at  the  west  corner  of  Stocltwell  Street  to  the- 
west  corner  of  Giassford  Street,  and  the  first  of  the  four  at  tlie  east  corner  of  Stock- 
well  Street  to  the  east  corner  of  Giassford  Street;  or  the  first  at  the  east  corner  of 
Stoekwell  Street  may  move  to  a  racanc^'  at  the  west  corner  of  Stockwell  Street. 
The  same  rule  shall  be  observed  at  the  C)-o»s,  the  south  end  of  Candleriggs,  and  th$ 
north  end  of  Iving  Street;  the  south  end  of  Buchfman  Street,  and  the  north  end  of 
St.  Enoch  Square;  and  at  tlie  other  ]>arts  of  the  City  where  there  ai-e  intersecting 
streets,  or  where  there  are  two  or  more  stations  near  each  other. 

7th.  Not  more  than  six  Porters  shall  i-esort  to,  or  take  up  a  statical  at,  any  Coaoh- 
Office,  inn,  or  other  place  at  which  Stage-Coaches  arrive.  On  the  arrival  of 
Coaches,  the  Portera  shall  stand  in  a  line  on  the  eurb-stones  of  the  pavement;  and 
they  shall  not  leave  the  curb-stone  or  interfpre  with  passengers'  luggage,  till  singled 
out  and  engaged.  They  shall  not  importune,  call  out,  or  m;ike  any  signal,  to  pas- 
sengers for  employment;  and,  unless  especially  selected  by  passengers,  they  shall 
take  hire  in  rotation,  each  in  regular  succession. 

8th.  The  object  of  these  arrangements  being  to  ensure  good  order  on  the  ose 
hand,  and  a  fair  opportunity  of  regular  employment  on  the  other,  the  Porters  m*ts4 
strictly  attend  to  their  operation.  For  this  pnrpose,  they  may  establish  rules 
am.ong  themselves,  provided  these  are  sanctioned  hy  the  Superintendent  of  Police, 
who  may  alter  or  rescind  them,  and  provided  they  ai-e  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Regulations  hereby  enacted.  In  the  event  of  dispute  or  misnnderstandi»g  among 
them,  the  same  shall  be  detei-mined  by  the  Superintendent.  And,  as  a  corrective  of 
improper  conduct,  the  Superintendent  may  remove  such  as  do  not  comport  them- 
selves with  propriety,  to  an  inferioi'  station,  and  promote  the  next  in  order. 

9th.  No  Porter  shall  appear  on  his  station  intoxicated:  if  lie  does,  he  shall  be 
removed,  and  the  next  in  order  shall  take  his  place.  All  Portei-s  are  prohibited 
from  standing  on  the  pavement  or  crossings,  to  the  obstruction  or  ai.noyance  of 
the  lieges;  as  also  from  smoking,  when  upon  their  .stations,  or  in  any  mannes 
giving  offence.  In  general  they  are  enjoined  to  conduct  themselves  orderly  among 
themselves,  and  discreetly  towards  the  public;  to  obey  the  instnietions  of  the  Ma- 
gistrates; and  to  assist  the  Police  in  cases  of  emergency,  and  on  all  occasions  when 
x^equired  by  the  Snpei-intendent,  or  the  officers  acting  under  his  authority. 

10th.  Porters  contravening,  or  rot.  conforming  to  tiiese  regulations,  will  sub- 
ject themselves  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  forty  shillings;  which  penalty  shall  be 
awarded,  and  the  Regulations  enforced  in  a  summary  manner,  by  tl30  Sitting  Ma- 
gistrate in  the  Council  Chambers  or  Police  Court,  who  may  also  dismiss  from  said 
employment,  and  deprive  of  their  badge,  such  as  shall  offend.

BILLETING  SOLDIERS. 

Soldiers  on  the  recruiting  service,  tfec,  are  billeted  on  the  houses  of  the  inhabitants 
in  regular  i-otation,  with  the  following  exceptions,  viz.; — Parish  Ministers  and 
Schoolmasters,  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Faculty  of  Procurators,  Widows, 
and  Unmarried  Ladies  not  in  business,  and  who  do  not  keep  Lodgers;  and  Paupers. 

Occujjiers  of  Iiouses  at  £3  and  under  £5  yearly  rent,  two  men  for  any  number  of 
days  under  a  week  :  at  £5  and  upwards,  two  men  for  two  weeks,  or  the  remainder 
of  the  month,  which  may  happen  to  be  seventeen  days. 

When  it  is  ifteenvenient  to  furnisli  soldiers  with  a  bed,  it  has  been  nsual,  in  lieu 
thereof,  to  pay  Ss.  a- week  for  iwo  men,  and  2s.  to  sergeants,  payable  weekly  at  the 
option  of  th3  inhabitant.  Government  allows  a  return  of  Id.  each  day  for  each  sol- 
dier. The  Billet-Master  attends  from  11  to  S  o'clock  on  the  4:th  day  of  each  month, 
(when  it  does  not  fall  on  Sunday,)  and  the  two  following  dnys,  to  pay  the  Government 
allowance.

SIXTH  SEPTENNIAL  REPORT. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Proprietors  of  this  Institution,  took  place  at 
the  Head  Office,  in  Regent  Street,  London,  on  the  29th  February  last. 

The  Rev.  J.  Sherman,  who  was  called  to  the  Chair,  traced  tho  progress  of  the  In- 
stitution from  its  first  establishment,  iathe  year  1806,  when  the  Shareholders  sub- 
scribed a  Capital  of  £25,000,  up  to  tho  present  time,  when  those  Parties  wlto  had 
secured  Policies  in  the  Office  found  themselves  possessed  of  a  Capital  of  no  less  than 
£1,231,647  Hs.  Ill  He  remarked,  that  the  Shareholders' portion  of  the  Profits 
being  less  than  one-twentieth  part,  the  Society  might  also  be  considered  a,  mutual 
Society,  in  which  the  profits  arc  wholly  divided  among  the  Policy-liolders,  but  with 
this  advantage,  that  although  £25,000  only  has  been  subscribed,  tho  Shareholders 
guaranteed  a  Capital  of  £250.000. 

After  having  given  a  very  able  and  highly  satisfactory  description  of  the  progress 
of  tha  Society,  he  closed  his  remarks  upon  that  subject,  with  the  following  statisti- 
cal Table  of  the  results  which  had  been  arrived  at  upon,  each  Septennial  division, 
from  the  foundation  of  the  Office : —

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DurinjT  tho  perictl  of  i'ort^r  years,  said  tlic  Chairman,  vie  Lave  j.aid  u\  claims  no 
leas  a  sum  tlum  £1,C'77,000,  of  vcliich  £313,725,  was  for  bonuses  or  additions  to  tlioy. 
snrns  which  by  om-  policies  we  agreed  to  pay  to  our  clients,  lie  dwelt  with  raucl: 
heartfelt  gi'atification  upon  the  reflection,  that  the  Society  had  during  that  time  al- 
leviated the  distress  of  many  a  widow  and  orphan,  and  expressed  hisfervent  hope, 
that  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  so  excellent  an  Institution  would  henceforth  be- 
come still  more  widely  known.  This  he  felt  especially  anxions  should  be  the  case, 
because  they  were  now  met  to  learn  the  result  of  a  sixth  Septennial  investigation 
of  their  afFairs,  and  the  accounts  laid  before  the  meeting  showed  that  the  advantages 
■which  wo.uld  be  obtained  by  all  persons  eti'eeting  insurances  in  the  office  were  of  no 
common  description.  After  providing  for  all  liabilities,  a  surplus  profit  of  £±-l[t,6S9 
lis.  od.  will  be  left,  one- half  of  which  amount  (subject  to  a  deduction  of  one-twen- 
tieth part  only),  will  be  divided  among  those  Policies  already  existing  iii  the  office 
and  the  other  half,  £224,81'!  I5s.  Sd-,  will  be  reserved  as  an  additional  security  tu 
the  policy-Iiolders  until  the  next  Septennial  division  in  1S55,  when,  as  upon  tb. 
present  occasion,  it  will  be  added  to  the  accruing  profits,  and  form  the  fund  out  o'. 
which  the  bor^-s  then  to  be  declared  will  be  payable.  He  drew  attention  to  sever: 
instances  of  linary  additions  that  would  be  made  to  existing  policies  on  J 

the  present  ;   >ac  case,  the  amount  being  increased  to  more  than  douWo 

the  sum  ori^tn;iiiy  .r.savcd. 

Charles  Wauwick,  Esq.,  expressed  his  hearty  concurrence  in  the  proceedings  of : 
the  day,  and  ended  a  very  able  speech  by  calling  upon  the  meeting  to  join  him  in  a  \ 
cordial  vote  of  thanivs  to  the  Managing  Director: 

Resolved,  "  That  the  moat  cordial  thanks  of  this  Mecthig  be  given  to  J.  A. 
Bcainnont,  Esq.,  the  Managing  Director,  for  the  very  great  attention  and  zeai  ho 
has  displayed  in  the  management  of  this  Society;  and  that  this  meeting  have  great 
pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  very  satisfactory  state  of  its  funds  to  be  mainly  at- 
'  tributable  to  his  personal  and  efficient  services."  This  resolution  was  unanimously 
agreed  to. 

The  Honourable  Autiiue  Kinnaird,  rose  to  call  the  attention  ci  the  Meeting  toj 
the  advantage  which  the  Society  had  that  day  derived  from  the  presence  of  the  Kcv.' 
gentleman  in  the  chair.  He  knew  he  need  say  little  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  i 
the  Rev.  gentleman  for  his  very  kind  and  efficient  labours  on  this  occasion;  his  cha- 
.  aoter  being  deservedly  respected  by  all  wlio  knew  him,  and  the  Shareholders  of  tlu 
Society,  being,  moreover,  deeply  indebted  to  him  for  his  persevering  exertions  i 
their  behalf.  The  Hon.  gentleman  concluded  by  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  tli 
Chairman,  which  was  eari'ied  unanimoasly.

4  T  the  TuiBTT-PouKin  Ansual  rjRSEUAti  Courer  of  tho  Society,  held  on  the  7t'i 
i-1.  March,  1818,  the  HON.  LORD  OOCKBURN  in  the  Chair,  the  Manager 
iv;ad  various  statements,  showing,  inter  alia, 

That  the  number  of  Policies  passed  during  the  year  1847  was  814,  covering 

Insurances  to  the  extent  of  £551,553,  IOjj.,  being  aa  increase  beyond  that  of 

the  year  1840  to  the  extent  of  107  Policies,  and  £l04,35j>,  133,  of  sums 

insured. 

That  the  Capital  of  the  Society  aL  01st  December  1847  vvas  £1,924,212,  19s. 

4d,,  having  increased  during  tho  year  to  the  extent  of  £1 18,352,  18s.  7d. 
That  the  Annual  Revenue  at  the  samo  date  was  £295,786,  43.  Ud.,  having 

increased  during  the  year  to  the  extent  of  £29,421,  lis.  4d. 
That  the  number  of  deatlis  in  1847  was  105,  the  sums  insured  under  the  Poli- 
cies lapsed  by  death  (including  Bonus  additions,)  being  £125,784,  188.  3d, 
Lo;iD  CocEBURN,  after  special  I'cferenco  to  the  results  shown  in  the  above  state- 
ments, thus  concluded  his  address  to  the  court: — "Nevertheless,  the  fact  is,  that, 
even  under  the  adverse  influences  of  such  a  year,  our  Policies  have  greatly  increased. 
814  new  Policies  have  been  passed  daring  the  year.  (Applause.)  All  the  signs  of 
our  prosperity  have  improved.  Among  olbors,  there  is  one  circumstance  with  which 
I  a:a  greatly  delighted,  and  which  I  state  because  its  benefits  are  not  at.tlrst  por^ 
haps  apparent.  It  is,  that  the  amount:  of  our  Policies  is  dirainshing — 1  mean  the 
amount  of  individual  Policies,  They  used  at  first  to  average  about  £!  000  each. 
In  the  year  1846,  they  wei'e  only  £720,  last  year  tliey  are  down  to  £G70;  and.  I 
sincerely  hope,  that  next  year  they  will  be  still  lower.  Because,  what  is  the  cause 
of  this?  It  is  not  that  there  is  any  perceptible  diminution  in  the  number  of  large 
insurances.  There  is  no  gi'ound  for  that  suspicion  whatever.  It  arises  from  the 
gi-eat  increase  in  the  number  of  the  small  ones;  which,  being  added  to  the  whole,  of 
course  lower  the  average.  So  thnt  the  gratifying  fact  is,  that  economic  and  pros- 
pective prudence  is  beginning  to  be  moi-c  prevalent  in  the  lower  ranks  of  society, 
and  among  the  very  persons  who  formerly  did  not  think  of  it  all.  (Hear,  hear.) 
The  prosperity  of  these  Scottish  Listitutions,  and  above  all,  the  triumphant  pro- 
sperity of  this  one,  is  every  year  becoming  more  visible  throughout  the  community. 
The  tree  has  struck  its  roots  into  a  lower  Etratum;  and  we  may  now  sec  widows  and 
orphans,  to  whom  the  removal  of  a  father  or  of  a  husband  generally  implied  desti- 
tution sitting  in  peace  under  the  shelter  which  his  prudence  had  prepared.  (Ap- 
plause.) I  am  not  aware  t!i;it  I  liave  any  thing  more  to  detain  you  vvith.  I  took 
the  liberty  of  calling  your  attention  last  year  to  the  duty  which  we  all  ovro  to  each 
other  in  bringing  additional  members  to  the  Society.  I  endeavoured  then  to  uvu 
upon  you  the  propriety  of  getting  your  friends  to  -join  this  Association.  I  cannot 
flatter  myself  that  the  excess  of  197  new  Policies  last  year  over  those  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  has  been  owing  to  that  admonition.  But  I  beg  on  the  present  occasion 
to  renew  my  exhortation.  You  will  not  only  be  doing  good  to  others,  Avhen  you 
induce  them  to  insure,  but  also  io  yourselves;  and  I  am  absolutely  certain  that 
there  is  not  one  single  individual  in  this  room,  or  I  may  say  in  this  Society,  who  is 
not  able  if  he  chooses,  with  very  slight  exertion,  to  make  the  value  of  joining  us 
known  to  somebody  or  another.  In  conclusion,  1  have  once  more  to  congratulate 
you  upon  our  success  so  far  as  we  have  gone,  and  upon  the  brightness  of  the  prospect 
that  is  before  us,  so  far  as  Ave  can  look  into  it."  (  The  learned  Lord  resumed  his 
seat  amid  loud  applause.)
